Her Spirit Is Neither Pro-Ger-
man nor Pro-Ally = Against
Russian Tyranny and Franco-
British Imperialism.

1f Milan remembared Sol-
ferine and Marino, the southern Garl-
haldians recialled Mentano and Aspro-
mont. Thers have been agrarlan rlota
and Inbop riots, nntl-Austrian riots
nnd antl-French riotsa.

The result Is that the antl-Austrian
ppirit and the anti-French spirit,
the pro-German  spirit nnd thoe
pro-Allles apirit. have blended
into a pro-Italian eplrit.  Ttaly to-
day looks upon the war with a
ponge of nationallsm stronger than ot
any time in her history. Bhe has pro-
olaimed ofMelally that this conflupra-
tlon wis bogun by an Austro-German
aggresilon, an aggresslon which ex-
cusas her from any obllgation under
the Triple Alllance, Blhe has served
notice on Austria that the sins of Nn-
poleon Bonaparte must now be erasad
from the map of Northern Italy, But
she soes in the motives of imperial
Britain and imperial France nothing
that deserves the spillilng of Twallan
blood, much that merits Itallan sus-
pleion and requires Itsllan watchful-
ness. Bo that when she enters the war,
It will Indesed be ngalnst German mill-
tarism and Austrian rapacity; but also
against Russian tyranny and Franco-
Britigh imperfallam. Her citizens menn-
while have ample opportunity for nca-
demlc emotions and academic ldeallsm.

ITINS under a gloomy light, w light
which senms deslrous of vanishing
hefore e time—vast ralng and yet 6o
delicate!

And the
remaing of that art are usually to be
seen {n the shapa af some old church
or anclent clolater, mere lsolated frog-
ments thrust Into the world of today.
